“In my district 4,000,000 persons are 
reduced to eating grass, willow leaves, 
clover shoots, and the like,” said Dr. 

“Many families, unable to 
face the situation, are poisoning them- 
selves. One father recently brought 
home food and his children remarked 
it was the best meal they had enjoyed 
in many months. In a few hours all 
were dead. The father had decided to 
end it all by sprinkling arsenic tn the 

_ food hig last coppers had bought.” 

Unfortunately China is still in arms. 
On the very edge of the famine dis- 
‘ricts troops are camped. The govern- 
ment ig being criticized severely for 
taking no definite action to relieve the 
Tamine conditions while at the same 
time it was increasing its armies. 

The ministers at Peking are plotting 
and maneuvering for supremacy and 
the president remains in deep seclu- 
sion, powerless and ignored by the min- 
isters.

THE VATICAN ON JAPAN. 

. John Clayton's dispatch from Rome in Tue TRIB- 
UNe’s foreign news service is an authentic pres- 
entation of the views of the vatican. It is believed 
there that the United States and Japan are upon 
the verge of e war which involves a conflict of 
eccidentalism against orientalism, and therefore a 
eonflict between Christianity and paganism. 

The vatican is well informed and is not influ- 
enced by groundless fears in the opinion expressed. 
It is believed that the danger is aggravated by the 
lack of a firm purpose in the British government, 
that Great Britain is not taking the attitude which 
would discourage the Japanese policy. 

There is reason to believe that the British gov- 
ernment would .be glad if the American position 
were not so commanding, but a British policy 
which would tolerate a reduction of the American 
position by an attack from a power regarded as 
hostile by several of the British dominions has lit- 
tle regard for the integrity of the British empire. 

That is another reason for viewing Japanese pur. 
poses with apprehenston. The United States and 
Great Britain ean be the guarantors of occidental! 
civilization, and-if Japan can obtain British ac- 
quiescence she not only infuriates the United 
States against Great Britain but she drives a wedge 
directly into the heart of the empire and will 
split it.

The parliamentarism of a few intellectuals in ‘India 
would not last a generation, even if it got as much 
of " start as the duma did under the czar. Asia, and 
this includes. the Russian masses, never evolved 
ideas of self-government. All its political forms 
have been despotic, the masses living in a fatalistic 
philosophy, obeying a powerful ruler whose source 
of aw and justice was his own mind and will. 
Russians, when released from the despotism of the 
Czardom and its bureaucracy, refused the path of 
western democracy,  represeritative government 
based on universal suffrage, and parliamentarism. 
They could not organize order out of the anarchy 
which followed the fall of the old order of discipline 
except by a new despotism which clothes itself in
